were brought in with no other View than to garble the 
Houfe of Commons, exclude the King’s Friends, and 
leave to certain Perfons a Majority to vote for the 
Good of their Country. 

Tuo’ all who voted for thofe Bills, were not Jaco- 
bites, yet all that Party went into them with great 
Refolution ; and were unanimoufly of Opinion, that it 
was not proper for any Member of the Lower Houfe 
to receive any Favour from the Crown. 

I have now before me the Works of a noble Duke 
deceafed, who was in high Credit with the Party, and 
a Nobleman of great Fecetration and Difcernment.

‘ 'T’o this I have heard but one Objection by a Noble 
‘ Lord, that if this A&t fhould pafs, the King is not 
‘ allowed to make a Captain or a Colonel, with- 
‘« out difabling him to fit in Parliament by fuch a Com-

‘ Truty, if a Captain has only deferved to be ad- 
* vanced for expofing himfelf in Parliament, I think 
‘ the Nation would have no great Lofs in the King’s 
‘ letting alone fuch a Preferment.’ 

‘Tuese were his Lordthip’s Sentiments after the Re- 
volution, tho’ himfelf had commanded a Regiment 
under a Popifh Prince (who brought our Religion and 
Liberties to the very Brink of Deftruétion) and fate in 
Parliament at the fame Time: —~ And it is very ob- 
ferveable, that all the Reafons his Lordhhip gives againtt 
the Officers of the Army fitting in the Lower Houfe, 
hold equally good againft the Peers, and render it as 
improper for them to have any Command in the Army, 
as the Members of the Houfe of Commons. 

Tuose who propofed thefe difqualifying Laws in 
the Reign of King William, pretended to be as firmly 
attached to his Intereft, as our modern Patriots are to 
the Protefiant Succeflion ; but with what Sincerity, fhall 
be explained from his Grace’s own Works, wherein he 
hath very candidly and truly defcribed the Treachery of 
the Jacobites to King William.

Rome, Sept. 28. 


HE Marquis de Puifieux, the Ambaflador of 
| France at the Court of Naples, arrived here the 
24th, paid a Vifit next Day to the Cardinal Minitters, 
and on the 27th had an Audience of the Pope, who re- 
ceived him with very great Diftinction. 
_ From the French Army in Germany, O&ob.14. The 
Marfhal de Coigny being informed that the Count de 
Seckendorf was marching the greateft Part of the [m- 
perial Army over the Rhine, in order to reinforce his 
Body, made all the neceflary Regulations for the Guard 
of the Lines of Spirebach, where he has left 25 or 
30,000 Men under the Command of M. de Quadt, the 
King’s Lieutenant General, and afterwards fet out from 
the Army with the Grenadiers of the Picquet Guards, 
confifting of 10 Men in a Company, for the Count de 
Belleifle’s Camp. 

From the Camp before Triers, 06.16. The Marthal de 
Coigny is juft arrived with his Reinforcement of ‘Troops, 
and ‘tis not doubted but there will foon be a bloody 
Battle, unlefs the Count de Seckendorf, who cannot 
but know of their Arrival, takes Meatures to avoid 
t, by retiring from the Neighbourhood of Coblentz, 
or by retutning under the Cannon of Meniz ; for 't s 
impoflible that fo great a Number of ‘Troops can fub- 
fit long in that Country. 

Hunningen, O8ob. 12. General Petrafch has made 
feveral Attempts to penetrate into Upper Allace with 
his Flying Camp; but the Chevalier de Givry, who 
commands in thofe Parts, has fo difpofed his i roops 
along the Rhine, that the Enemy have not ventured to 
pafs that River. | 

Paris, O&0b. 22. The Marquis de Gaflion, Lieu- 
tenant-General, who returned fome Days ago with 
Leave of the Court, from the Army on the Rhine, fet 
out again immediately for Pau, to vifit his Lady, whe 
is very ill. 

The Dutchefs de Chevreufe, only Daughter of the 
Prince of Grimbergen, was brought to Bed on the 
14th, of her firft Son; but he did not live above z 
Hours. 

Madam de Foleny, Wife to the Mafter of the Re- 

ueits of that Name, died alfo on the 1 2th of her firit 
oeein as did his former Wife, who died laft Year. 

M. de Villeneufe, Lieutenant-General, who was for- 
merly Captain-Lieutenaut of a Company of Horfe Gre- 
nadiers, died alfo on the 14th, at one of his Eftates. 

The Venetian Ambafladrefs was delivered laft Weele 
of a Son. 

The King, by an Ordorinance of the r{t Inftant, has 
made a new Regulation for the Pay of the Horfe and 
Foot Forces. 

His Majefty has given the Grand Crofs of the Royal 
and Military Order of St. Lewis; to the Marquis de 
Bonnas Gondrin, a Lieutenant-General in his Service 
in Italy.
